SHOULD BE ENLARGED. 


A Loiter from tho Preaidont of tho Wini- 


fredo Coal' Company—Wants Gov- 


ernment to Do It* 


A preliminary report of Lieutenant 


Chittenden, of the Ohio ship canal, 
states that the water supply for the 
Portsmouth and Sandusky route has 
been found to be quite ample and has 
many natural advantages over other 
proposed routes. 
Interest in the pro- 


posed water way connecting the lakes 
with the Ohio river is growing. Cin- 
innati is putting forth an extra effort 
to bring the canal that way. 


President Wright, of bha Winifrede 


Coal company, with headquarters at 
Philadelphia, has written the following 
letter in response to an inquiry relative 
to the purchase of the canal by that 
company. He says: 
" We are greatly interested in any- 


thing that will develop West Virginia 
coal. By act of Congress appropriations 
were made for surveys, and we are in 
favor of the line of canal from Ports- 
mouth to Sandusky or Cleveland instead 
of below Pittsburg and Beaver River 
to the lakes, or oue from Cincinnati up 
the Miami Valley. 
We have been 


asked by the Government officials to 
obtain statistics as to the probable 
amount of shipments, and these we are 
gathering. I have also urged that the 
canals be improved by the state so that 
it will enable the coal barges (130 feet 
long.'-JS feet wide and 7 feet deep) to be 
easily transported thereon. If the state 
or the Goverenmeut is unwilling to 
make this outlay we are of the opinion 
that a syndicate could be formed to 
take tbe canal, with the idea of enlarg- 
ing it, if its franchises were handed 
over to the syndicate at a nominal sum. 
This would be a very similar proceed- 
ing to that adopted by the State of 
Virginia in the case of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railway. The state mentioned 
expended very large sums upon this 
canal in building it to a point near 
White Sulphur Springs and it was 
for a nominal sum given to Mr. Hunt- 
ington -under the condition that he 
would extend it forthwith to the Ohio 
river. We would prefer that the state 
or government would do this work.

The use of illustrations in advertising 
s becoming more and more general 
nd more and more intelligent. 
The English are 'great admirers of 
.hat they call "blocks" in their adver- 
ting, and have always used more and 
e't'ter illustrations than Americans 
ave. 
The stiff, old, stereotyped wood cut, 
epresenting a watch, or a shoe, or a 
runk, has been out of use with us only 
few years. Such cuts are used even 
ow in many places. 
I am not sure that Wanamaker origi- 


nated the use of artistic outline cuts in 


dvertising, but it is certain that the 
Wanamaker cuts have had a great in- 
luence on advertisement illustrating. 
Their chief merit H s in the fact that 
hey show the article pictured a? it 
ook-s in actual use. If the advertise- 
nent is about shoes, the picture is of 
a man pulling on an easy shoes, or of a 


ainty, stylish woman lifting a pretty 


and shapely foot 


The illustrations are always sugges- 
i?e and always well drawn. 


I may as well say here that I do not 


hink'much of the alleged humorous 


u'ts that are used more or less ali over 
he country—the ones which run to 
puns and "cuteness." They may at 
ract attention,but attracting attention 
sn't the best an ad. can do.- A comic 


isn't convincing. It doesn't tell 


anything, or prove anything, about the 
man or the goods advertised. I don't 
believe that such ads,, sell goods. 


The English idea is very largely the 


use of some pretty pictures,irrespective 
of its subject,or its relation to the thing 
advertised. The idea in this case also 
s to attract attention. 
I think it is 


vrong. A cut should be used merely to 
llustratc the advertisement, and not as 
the advertisement itself. Illustration 
jhould be subordinate.. In ordinary 
daily newspaper .advertising the cut 
hoiild be small. I like outline cuts 
about an inch to an inch and a half 
wide, with reading matter set down 
one side. Generally speaking-, I would 
not have more than three display line 
n the ad, and more often only two — 
the head line and'.the name of the ad 
vertiser. 
And the name should 


smaller than the head line.
